London, Juno 11.—It la officially 
stated that the public have taken up 
12 per cent, of the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada £5,000.000 loan at 98, 88 per cent, 
being left with the underwriters. 

Canada’s previous recent loans and ; 
the results are as follows: March. 
£5.000.000 at 99; the underwriters took 
78 per cent. December, £4,000,000 at 99; 
the underwriters took 8S per cent. Oc¬ 
tober, £3,000.000 at 99; the underwriters 
took 57 per cent. 

In the present case It Is needless to 
point out that the loan was before the 
public in a week when Canadian afTairs 
were standing in a bad light in Lon¬ 
don. The Dominion therefore may 
consider that the money In the circum¬ 
stances has been secured on reasonable 
terms. 

New scrip Is quoted to-day at half 
to three-eighths discount. The small¬ 
ness of the discount shows that the 
popularity of the loan is not to be 
Judged entirely by the volume of the 
public application or the slender 
amount of the immediate application 
by the Investors. This Is a further ex¬ 
ample of the growing tendency of the 
public to wait until the lists are closed 
in the hope of obtaining the scrip at a 
substantial discount, a hope which In 
many Instances is falsified. 

It Is also learned that nothing definite 
regarding the recent suspensions Is 
likely to develop for some time. The 
magnitude and complexity of the af¬ 
fairs Involved will require considerable 
unravelling. 

The Canadian Northern Railway 
company has placed bills for £850.000, 
to run for a year on a 4\ per cent, 
basis. The city of Regina is shortly 
Inviting tenders for about £700.000 of 
long listed stock. 

The annual meeting of the Hudson’s 
Bay company will be held on Monday. \ 
June 29. A. M. Nanton and Sir William 
Mackenzie are seeking re-election to the 
board of directors and Russell Stephen¬ 
son Is retiring. 

Movements among securities with 
which the Canadian Agency was con¬ 
cerned were closely watched on tJTo 
stock exchange to-day. Western Can¬ 
ada Land debentures dropped to 65, 
South Winnipeg to 64, Algoma Steel 
to 81. Canadian Cara dropped half a 
point, Lake Superior fives rose one 
point and Southern Alberta sixes rose 
two points. On the whole it was a 
very encouraging showing, tending to 
Indicate that the results of the failure 
will be strictly localized. 


GREECE AND TURKEY

able. The Bulgarians, in this 
respect are said to have been 
the chief sufferers.

Extra Indemnity of |300 for Mombara

Halifax, N. S., June 11.—The longaxt 
session in the history of the legisla¬ 
ture of Nova Scotia, lasting for sixteen 
weeks, was brought to a close yester¬ 
day afternoon when Lleut.-Governor 
MacGregor formally prorogued the two 
houses. At the afternoon sitting the 
premier moved a resolution providing 
for an extra indemnity of MOO to the 
members In view of the extreme length 
of the session. The resolution passed 
unanimously. 

The lieutenant-governor In his speech 
said: “I am pleased to see that you 
have dealt with the matter of th© de¬ 
velopment of the water power of the 


London, June 1L—An attempt to 
blow up the coronation chair which 
has been in Westminster Abbey 
since 1296 was made this evening. 
The outrage is attributed by the au¬ 
thorities to militant suffragettes. 
The damage was slight. 

The chair, generally called St. Ed¬ 
ward's chair, out of respect to Ed¬ 
ward the Confessor, near whose 
shrine it stands was made by order 
of King Edward I., to cover the 
coronation stone or Stone of 
Destiny, of which the ancient Scot¬ 
tish kings used to sit when they 
were crowned. It was captured by 
Edward I. from the Scotch. 

The explosive had been placed 
beneath It. but its effects seemed 
not to reach the chair Itself, which 
is of solid oak. covered with gold 
and ornamental work. The famous 
old stone, however, was badly 
chipped. 

The history of the stone so far as 
is known, goes back to the year 890. 
when It was placed In the Abbey of 
.Scone, Perthshire, by King Ken¬ 
neth. It Is not known whence it 
originally came, but a legend con¬ 
nected with It say* It Is the identi¬ 
cal stone upon which the biblical 
patriarch, Jacob, laid his head 
when he had the vision of the 
angels descending the ladder that 
reached to heaven. It la known 
that the kings of Scotland for many 
centuries were crowned while seat¬ 
ed upon it. 

The police quickly took posses¬ 
sion of the abbey after the outrage. 

The explosion occurred while 
Reginald McKenna was talking on 
the suffrage question In the house 
of commons. The detonation was 
plainly heard In parliament and 
members of the commons and the 
peers flocked out into Parliament 
Square to ascertain what had hap¬ 
pened. 

Two young women who were in 
the abbey at the time were arrest¬ 
ed and subsequently removed in a 
taxicab to a police station. 

The actual damage to the frame¬ 
work of the coronation chair ap¬ 
pears to be confined to the blow¬ 
ing off of one of the pinnacles at 
the top of the hack. The bomb 
appears to have been brought Into 
the abbey in a bag which was 
placed partly beneath the seat of 
the chair.

FIVE HUNDRED INDIANS 
WILL DANCE AT POTLATCH 

Campaign Against Rabies Vigorously 
Continued by Police in Cow- 
ichan District. 


Ottawa, June 11.—The redistribution 
bill, Introduced in the commons yester¬ 
day afternoon by Hon. Robert Rogers, 
after consideration for the past three 
months by the special commons com¬ 
mittee, Will, it Is expected, be passed 
through the house before prorogation 
at the end of this week with but com¬ 
paratively little modification. 

So far as Western Canada Is con¬ 
cerned there is no dispute with the ex¬ 
ception of Nanaimo, In British Colum¬ 
bia. The Liberals are asking that the 
mining district of Cumberland be In¬ 
cluded in this constituency, instead of 
being placed In Comox-Albe^nl. 

Nova Scotia and New Brunswick lose 
two seats each and Prince Edward Isl¬ 
and one. Ontario loses foin* seats, Mant- 4 
toba gains five, Saskatchewan six, Al¬ 
berta five and British Columbia six. 

Eleven seats now represented by Con¬ 
servative members are merged with 
other ridings, while eight constituen¬ 
cies now represented by Liberals are 
similarly merged. ' 

The bill provides that In British Co¬ 
lumbia there shall be thirteen electoral 
districts, each of them to be represent¬ 
ed by one member as follows:

"While there will be some criticism 
©f the redistribution bill on points con¬ 
cerning which members of the special 
committee of parliament have been 
unable to agree, opposition will not be 
pressed, and the measure will be ex¬ 
pedited through both houses In time to 
enable prorogation to take place at the 
end of this week. Whatever fight there 
has been between the two sides has 
occurred In committee, where, we may 
bo sure, the various proposals were 
threshed out thoroughly and with the 
utmost vigilance by the representa¬ 
tives of the government and opposi¬ 
tion. Thus there Is little left to fight 
about during the main consideration 
of the bill. 

The government In referring the bill 
to a committee representative of both 
parties followed the example of the 
Laurler administration In the redistri¬ 
bution of ten years ago. The result of 
this method of dealing with a trouble¬ 
some question was a bill which met 
a with general acceptance. We antici¬ 
pate a similar reception, In Its main 
features at all events, for the outcome 
of the committee’s deliberations In the 
present Instance. Of course there Is 
bound to be some advantage In favor 
of the government In power—the mll- 
| lennlum has not yet dawned—but as 
long as It Is not too pronounced the 
objection will not be very strong. 

| British Columbia will receive thir¬ 
teen members under the new adjust¬ 
ment, a gain of six. Victoria and Na- j 
nalmo remain as they are, the rest of i 
the Island and a portion of the main¬ 
land district of Richmond comprising 
a new constituency which was former¬ 
ly a part of Comox-Atlln. Atlin and i 
Skeena are combined In one district, | 
as they ought to be. 

The House of Commons under the 
new line-up will consist of 234 mem¬ 
bers, a net gain of 11 over the pre¬ 
sent representation. Ontario and the 
three Atlantic provinces will lose nine 
members, while the west will gain 
twenty-two. In the next parliament 
Ihe four western provinces and the 
[Yukon will have fifty-seven members 
against thirty-five, their present rep¬ 
resentation. The provinces east of 
Fort William will have 177 Instead of 
186 as at present. But although the 
west will make a considerable gain 
under the new redistribution, Its rep¬ 
resentation will be less than It should 
■fce, for there has been a substantial 
Increase in its population since the 
fcensus of three years ago, upon which 
current bill is based. 


• FACTORS IN C08T OF LIVING.

■ We have before us a statement pub¬ 
lished In a New Brunswick newspaper 
which helps to explain why the cost of 
living Is falling in the United States 
and why the tendency In some lines Is 
in the opposite direction in Canada. 
Here Is the statement: “Under the 
lower rate of dut/" (American) no less 
than six hundred and fifty thousand 
bushels of New Brunswick potatoes 
found their way Into the United States 
market in three months.” British Col¬ 
umbia has been known to import pota¬ 
toes from New Brunswick, but there Is 
little likelihood of anything of that 
kind occurring again while the Ameri¬ 
can market is open. The market which 
Is proving so convenient and so profit¬ 
able to our bluenose brothers on the 
other side of the continent Is not going 
to be closed as long as reason holds 
sway in the minds of the electors of 
tho United States. StiU people some¬ 
times are led astray by appeals to 
prejudice and lose their grip of them- 
relves, as Canadians now understand. 
The fact that Canada rejected reci¬ 
procity, thus Indicating a disinclina¬ 
tion to have "truck and trade” with 
her neighbor upon mutually advantage- 
oua terms, may become an Issue In the 
incxt presidential election, for which 
the "blgr Interests” over there already 
ere organising In the hope of re-estab¬ 
lishing themselves In the position they 
lost In the late elections.

Rear-Admiral Kingsmill Ex¬ 
plains Regulations Providing 
lor the New Force 


He&r-Admiral Kingsmill attended the 
fiarade of the naval volunteers at the 
navy ygrd last night, and about 10 
o'clock read out the order-in-councll I 
embodyihg the terms of service of vol- | 
unteers ;and the purpose for which a j 
company in this .city was formed. 

There Will be 100 naval volunteers In 
Victoria of class 1 (In which category 
are included those who live near the 
sea and Consequently have opportunity 
of getting practical experience of naval 
work aboard vessels of various type*). 
Vancouver will also have 100 men, but 
of these ;25 will be of class 3, which are 
taken otit of fishing communities. 

The term of service will be three 
years, ayid men of good character who 
carry otit their duties efficiently will 
be eligible for further terms of three 
years of service up to the age of 42. 

The company In Victoria will be com¬ 
posed of one lieutenant, two sub¬ 
lieutenants. one surgeon, five petty of¬ 
ficers and one chief petty ofilc#r, four 
leading seamen and on# hundred able- 
bodied and ordinary seamen; also an 
instructional staff, paymaster and as¬ 
sistant paymaster, armorer, signal In- 
i structor ami gunner’s mate. 

Rear-Admiral Kingsmill explained 
that the fore# of naval volunteers 
throughout the country, as authorised, 
will consist of twelvfe hundred men, 
together with the necessary officers and 
permanent staff. Theae are to be dlvld- 
ed Into three aub-divlalons, comprising 
the Atlantic coast, the Great Lakes and 
the Pacific. There will be 400 volunteers 
on the Atlantic coast. 600 on the Great 
Lakes and 200 on the Pacific. The com¬ 
pany here will be In charge of Lieut. 
Pilcher. R. C. N. The instructional 
staff on this coast will be stationed for 
nine months of the year at Esquimau 
and for three months at the port of 
Vancouver. 

It was stated at the navy yard yes¬ 
terday that a telegram had been re¬ 
ceived from Ottawa authorizing the 
building of two boats for the use of 
naval volunteers in accordance with 
instructions to be given later. There 
will in all probability Include a cutter 
and a whaler. 

Previous to the admiral’s address last 
night a large company of provisional 
naval volunteers was put through vari¬ 
ous drills by the petty officer In charge, 
while a gun crew was given Instruc¬ 
tions on a dummy breech-loader. The 
nine mwi carried out their work with 
wonderBil proficiency, and rammed 
home the heavy shells and extracted 
the empty cartons with commendable 
speed. Later the men were measured 
for thelt uniforms which will be pro¬ 
vided ad far as possible from the sup- 
^ ply at the navy yard. 

tt. Is the Intention of the authorities 
to divide the men up Into sections to, 
do varlbus duties in connection with 
naval work. These will be chosen ac¬ 
cording to the ability of the men along 
certain lines. For instance, those who 
show aptitude for engineering and 
stoke-hold work will be given practice 
In those departments, while others wlU 
be put to gun drill and rifle practice, 
to torpedo firing, shear manipulation, 
slgaalllng, wireless telegraphy, first aid 
work and other allied subjects. There 
will be 40 drills during the year and 21 
day#' training will be given annually. 
The company here will have excellent 
opportunity to do practical naval work 
on cutters and sloops, to make land 
ing parties and fire the big guns at 
Esquimau. The men all take a kee.. 
Interest In their work, and many of 
thorn are already very proficient In 
the various branches.

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APPROVES CHOICE 

Or. C. C. James 8 peaks of Prof. L. S. 

Klinck, Head of Agristfltural Work 
at New University. 

Dr. C. C. James, of the Dominion de¬ 
partment of agriculture, yesterday ex¬ 
pressed warm approval of the choice 
of Professor Leonard 8 . Kllnck as the 
Lead of the department of agriculture 
of the Provincial university. I>r. 
James is in charge of the administra¬ 
te" of the $ 10 , 000,000 for the develop¬ 
ment of agriculture In Canada. He 
did not intimate what part of the fund 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
school of agriculture, but an announce¬ 
ment is expected later. The fund is 
to be disbursed over a period of ten 
years, and has been invested In such 
a manner that a yearly sum of $1,300,- 
COO Is available. 

In conversation yesterday. Dr. James 
remarked that Professor Kllnck's par- 
titular fitness for the conditions of 
agriculture In British Columbia had 
been somewhat overlooked by the at- 
t« ntlon ’ giver) to his research work in 
cultivating cereals. He stated the 
professor had long beep am advocate 
of mixed farming, and had had as 
ireat success in cultivating heavy- 
yielding alfalfa, pees, vetches and soy 
beans for stock feeding purposes as 
in cultivating cereal grains. His great 
belief in the value of mixed farming, 
and his ability tc help the stock grow¬ 
er to develop the right kind of field 
crops, would, said Dr. James, prove of 
greater value tn British Columbia than 
In any other province. 

Dr. James himself has long been a 
strong and ardent advocate of mixed 
farming. He has contended that wheat 
Is sold by the Canadian farmer in 
England at a price which does not re¬ 
present a fair profit if good wages are 
to be paid, and that the rapid de¬ 
terioration of the soil under wheat 
crops, estimated by him at 26 cents 
per acre, does not make wheat grow¬ 
ing nearly ns profitable as mixed 
farming. On this head he pointed out 
that Canada’s competitors in the wheat 
market are Russia, India and the Ar¬ 
gentine republic, in ail of which coun¬ 
tries tl)e cost of labor Is low.

FIRST THINGS 


The first Protestant church In the 
Northwest was organized at a meeting 
held lw the barracks at Fort Knelling. 
Minn., seventy-nine years ago to-day, 
June 11, 1835. The Rev. Thomas 8. 
Williamson officiated at the meeting, 
at which a Presbyterian organization 
was completed, with army officers, fur 
traders and pioneer settlers as elders 
and church leaders. Three days later 
"the communion was administered for 
the first time In Minnesota to twenty- 
two persons of European extraction, 
composed of officers and soldiers of 
the garrison, those engaged in the fur 
trade and the iplsslon families." The 
church was later reorganized as Oak 
Grove church, and eventually was 
merged with the First Presbyterian 
church of Minneapolis. Two years be¬ 
fore the founding of this church the 
Rev. W. T. Boutwell had established 
at Leech Lake the first mission among 
the Northwestern Indians. Religious 
services, both Catholic and Protestant, 
had previously been held at the Scotch 
settlement at Pembina, the Swiss col¬ 
ony near Fbrt Snelllng. and at various 
Indian camps, but no formal church 
organization had been perfected by 
any Protestant denomination. It was 
a log chapel built on the site of' St. 
Paul by a Catholic priest that gave Its 
name to the Minnesota capital.

In a recent statement of the ■ 
purposes of this movement Mrs. Ward 
said: 

"In the proposed Joint advisory com¬ 
mittee, composed of members of par¬ 
liament and women social workers, ten 
women are to represent, as far as pos¬ 
sible In equal proportions, both the 
ministerial and Unionist parties and 
both sides of the women's suffrage 
question." 

The members of the House of Com¬ 
mons who have Interested themselves 
in the plan for "a progressive policy In 
women's questions" are quoted by Mrs. 
Ward as having asked for the forma¬ 
tion "of a committee of women which 
will allow us to keep In tquch with 
them, and which will collect and digest 
exact - Information on questions con¬ 
cerning women and children which 
might come before parliament.” The 
law-makers laid down as a condition, 
"for the sake of securing true co-oper¬ 
ation on urgent matters of social re¬ 
form,” that "woman suffrage must be 
excluded from the debates and action 
of the committee.” 

"It Is proposed,” wrote Mrs. Ward, 
"that a Joint committee Bhould meet In 
London at the House of Commons at 
regular Intervals. Various committees 
are being formed to deal In detail with 
different bills before parliament, which 
are concerned with the welfare of 
women and children. These subcom¬ 
mittees will report to the Joint advis¬ 
ory committee, which will deliberate 
and take action on these reports.” 

Leaders of the militant suffragists 
scoff at this scheme, and declare they 
will have nothing whatever to do with 
such a “namby-pamby compromise” as 
has been suggested by the distinguish¬ 
ed novelist.
